It chagrins me greatly to see how much time has elapsed 
since your letter and packet arrived. This has been a brutally 
busy period for me at work, and I've barely been able to keep 
pace with the minimal demands of my free-lance obligations, 
but some sort of response to your note has been long since 
overdue, and I apologize for the delay. 


This being the last day of 1977, I firmly resolved 
to clear up as many loose ends as possible before calling it 
a day (and a year), and yours is the very first loose end 
i'm taekling. 


Jim Miller and I remain very much interested in the 
story about the Philadelphia coin find, and I've asked my good 
friend Neil Harris to let me know, as early as possible, when 
your piece will be running in The Numismatist, so we can plan 
an article for COINage within a timely period thereafter. 

Any help you might give, in terms of providing material and 
guidance, would, of course, enhance the prospects for a 
factually correct and comprehensive presentation. Obviously, 
we'll take a somewhat different tack than you've done, since 
our audience is quite different and less sophisticated in the 
ways of numismatics. I see no reason why we can't cover the 
Same ground, though, just by taking slightly smaller steps. 


If photographs or other illustrations are available, 
it's essential that Jim have these well in advance of the 
publication target date, so we'll particularly value your help 
in furnishing these, or arranging for them to be furnished, 
approximately eight weeks before the date the magazine is 
due to appear on the newsstands. Our lead time is considerably 
longer than Coin World's; art work for the April issue, for 
example---the issue that hits the stands in mid-March---must 
be in Jim's hands by the first week in February. And he likes 
to have illustrations even earlier, when possible.

It's my impression that The Numismatist arrives, or is 
scheduled to arrive, early in the month---or at least earlier 
than COINage does. This being the case, I see no reason why 
our publication dates can't be synchronized so that both your 
article and the COINage story reach readers in the same month. 
Yours would be the first to appear, by a matter of a week or 
two, and it would have an even longer head start in the eyes 
of posterity since the two publications differ in their 
dating policies: The Numismatist dates each issue according 
to the month in which it is distributed, whereas COINage uses 
the following month as a date---a device intended to give 
each issue longer shelf life on newsstands. Thus, the March 
issue of The Numismatist will be in the hands of readers by, 
say, March 7 to 10, while the April issue of COINage will be 
in distribution around, say, March 20 to 25. Neil Harris can, 
I am sure, provide more precise information on these matters. 


You have my promise, and Jim Miller's, that we will 
respect your wishes in withholding publication of our story 
until yours is in print. You should, of course, have the 
*beat"™ on a story you unearthed. At the same time, I'm sure 
you can appreciate our desire to follow up and follow through 
as soon thereafter as possible. And there will, in any case, 
be relatively little overlap between our readerships. 


Jim has instructed me to credit you fully for your role 
in bringing this discovery to light, and while I'm uncertain 
at this point just what approach I'll be taking (it's difficult 
to cook up a story until you know the ingredients), I'm sure 
I'1i be looking to you not only to provide a script but also 
to provide direction---and I'll certainly give credit where 
credit is due when I come to put the whole production together. 


You should, of course, be reimbursed---and will be--- 
for any expenses you incur in furthering our efforts. 


Thanks very much, by the way, for giving me the sneak 
preview of your highly engrossing story on Robert Morris. 
COINage apparently has no immediate interest in a followup 
piece on this subject, but I'm very much interested in using 
your article as the basis for a column in my local newspaper. 
The New Jersey reference gives it added local appeal, and if 
you know of any other speeific cases where these notes were 
used in New Jersey, I'd be most interested in learning the 
details.

Dear Eric: 


Yesterday I reread your 1978 Numismatist article on the Philadelphia highway 
coin find. May I say here that it was one of the most solidly "numismatic" articles 
to appear in nearly 100 years of the journal's issues. 


There were one or two questions raised in my mind as I reread the article, which 
I would like to broach to you. Have you, after some reflection, come to “any 
conclusions about the origin of the find in toto? The composition of the find, 
with coins ranging over nearly three centuries of time, is very puzzling. Were 
the later dated pieces accidental losses? How do you account for the appearance 
of a rare issue, the 1785 Immune Columbia/Constellatio Nova, among what appears 
to be a fairly random assortment of contemporary counterfeits, the majority of 
which were dated earlier than 1785? What do you think the relationship was, if 
there were any, between the 1699 cast counterfeit halfpennies and the other 
counterfeit/genuine pieces discovered in the find? 


This is a very intriguing study, one whose importance has not been sufficiently 
acknowledged in the literature, in my opinion.
